DELAY CHARGED 


Majority leader blames indictment on ‘fanatic’ prosecutor 


Weather » Clouds, Storms 


WASHINGTON | House Majority Leader Tom 
DeLay was indicted by a Texas grand jury 
Wednesday on a charge of conspiring to vio- 
late political fundraising laws, forcing him to 
temporarily step aside from his GOP post. He 
is the highest-ranking member of Congress 
to face criminal prosecution. 

A defiant DeLay said he had done nothing 
wrong and denounced the Democratic pros- 
ecutor who pursued the case as a “partisan 
fanatic.” He said, “This is one of the weak- 
est, most baseless indictments in American 
history. It’s a sham.” 


Nonetheless, DeLay’s temporary departure 
and the prospect of a criminal trial for one of 
the Republicans’ most visible leaders rever- 
berated throughout the GOP-run Congress, 
which was already struggling with ethics 
questions surrounding its Senate leader. 

Republicans quickly moved to fill the 
void, while voicing polite support for DeLay. 
Speaker Dennis Hastert named Missouri 
Rep. Roy Blunt to take over most of DeLay’s 
leadership duties. 


Ronnie Earle, the Democratic prosecutor 
in Austin who led the investigation, denied 
politics was involved. He has noted previous- 
ly that he has prosecuted many Democrats 
in the past. 

DeLay, 58, was indicted on a single felony 
count of conspiring with two political associ- 
ates. The two previously had been charged with 
the same conspiracy count. The indictment 
stems from a plan DeLay helped set in motion 
in 2001 to help Republicans win control of the 
Texas House in the 2002 elections for the first 
time since Reconstruction, larrymargasak(ap)

Governors Plead for Hurricane Aid 


Officials ask Congress 
for economic, tax aid 
to bring back jobs 

WASHINGTON I Gulf Coast gover- 
nors pleaded with Congress on 
Wednesday to provide economic 
and tax incentives to bring back 
investments and jobs needed for 
their states to recover and rebuild 
after Hurricanes Katrina and Rita. 

Louisiana Gov. Kathleen Blanco 
told the Senate Finance Committee 
her state lost 25 percent of its busi- 
ness economy when Katrina hit Aug. 
29 and left New Orleans flooded. 
After Rita hit the western part of the 
state last weekend, and re -flooded 
parts of New Orleans, Blanco said 
the estimated loss increased to a 
third of the business economy.

Ivorian President Won’t Go to Summit 


Rare suicide attack 
near training center 
in Kabul leaves 9 dead 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Auniformed 
man on a motorbike detonated a 
bomb Wednesday outside an Afghan 
army training center where soldiers 
were waiting to take buses home, 
killing nine people and wounding 
28 in a rare suicide attack. 

The blast broke 10 days of rel- 
ative calm after landmark parlia- 
mentary elections and underscored 
the terrorist threat still facing 
Afghanistan as it slowly moves 
toward democracy. It also added 
to fears that insurgents here are 
copying tactics used in Iraq. 

A purported Taliban spokes- 
man claimed responsibility and 
threatened more suicide attacks. 
His account of the bombing dif- 
fered from those of witnesses, 
however, and his claims could not 
immediately be verified. 

President Hamid Karzai con- 


demned the attack in “the strongest 
terms” as he ordered authorities to 
investigate. 

The attack targeted the U.S.- 
trained Afghan National Army, 
which currently numbers about 
30,000 and is a key plank of efforts 
to rebuild the country.

Woman dressed as 
a man slips into line 
of Iraqi army reeruits 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A woman disguised 
in a man’s robes and headdress 
slipped into a line of army recruits 
Wednesday and detonated explo- 
sives strapped to her body, killing at 
least six recruits and wounding 35 
— the first known suicide attack by 
a woman in Iraq’s insurgency. 

The attack in Tal Afar near the 
Syrian border appeared aimed at 
showing that militants could still 
strike in a town where U.S. and 
Iraqi offensives drove out insur- 
gents only two weeks ago. A female 
suicide bomber may have been cho- 
sen because she could get through 
checkpoints — at which women are 
rarely searched — then don her dis- 


guise to join the line of men, Iraqi 
officials said. 

Iraq’s most notorious insurgent 


group, al Qaeda in Iraq, claimed 
responsibility for the attack in an 
Internet statement, saying it was 


carried out by a “blessed sister.” 

U.S. and Iraqi troops swept 
through Tal Afar in a Sept. 8-12 
offensive, with Iraqi authorities 
claiming nearly 200 suspected mili- 
tants were killed and 315 captured, 
though many of the insurgents in 
the town escaped. Since then, the 
bulk of the forces participating in 
the offensive withdrew, though a 
U.S. base remains. 

It was the first known time that 
a woman has succeeded in carry- 
ing out a suicide bombing in Iraq 
since the insurgency began, though 
it was not the first attempt. 

In March, four women, report- 
edly sent by the insurgent group 
Islamic Army in Iraq, were caught 
in a town south of the capital before 
they could set off belts laden with 
explosives that they were wearing.

Mayor’s Decision Expected 


Many predict Williams

WASHINGTON I D.C. Mayor Anthony 
A. Williams has asked longtime sup- 
porters, major donors and mem- 
bers of his cabinet to gather today 
in Southeast Washington for an 
“important event” where many 
expect him to announce that he 
will not seek re-election.

Rock Newman, whose decision 
to support Williams in 1998 helped 
raise the candidate’s profile east of 
the Anacostia River, said he was 
contacted in Las Vegas to attend 


the function and would not be sur- 
prised if the mayor stepped down. 
“If he decides not to run, I definite- 
ly respect that decision,” Newman 
said. “As far as I’m concerned, he’s 
done an extraordinary job.” 

At a news conference on 
Wednesday, Williams refused to 
respond to questions about his 
intentions, not even confirming 
the meeting at the recreation cen- 
ter, telling reporters to stay tuned.

Late Payments on the Rise 


Surge in overdue eredit 
eard bills is linked to 
gas priees, low savings 

WASHINGTON | Charge it! Thatfamil- 
iar refrain is producing an unwant- 
ed response for more Americans: 
Your bill is overdue! 

Surging energy prices, low per- 
sonal savings and the higher cost 
of borrowing have combined to 
produce a record level of overdue 
credit card bills. 

The American Bankers 


Association reported Wednesday 
that the percentage of credit card 
accounts 30 or more days past due 
climbed to an all-time high of 4.81 
percent in the April-to-June period. 
It could grow in the months ahead, 
experts said. 

The previous high of 4.76 percent 
came during the first three months 
of the year, in keeping with a gen- 
erally steady rise over the past sev- 
eral years. 

“The last two quarters have not 
been pretty,” said Jim Chessen, the 
association’s chief economist. 


Chessen and other analysts most- 
ly blamed high prices for gasoline 
and other energy products, but said 
that low savings and higher borrow- 
ing costs also played a role. 

The personal savings rate dipped 
to a record low of negative 0.6 per- 
cent in July. The negative percent- 
age means that people did not have 
enough left over after paying their 
taxes to cover all of their spending 
in July. As a result, many people 
appear to have decided to dip into 
their savings to cover the shortfall.

Apple Says Some iPod Nanos Flawed 


SAN FRANCISCO I Display screens 
crack easily on a small number of 
iPod Nano digital music players, 
Apple Computer Inc. acknowl- 
edged Wednesday, saying it would 
replace flawed units. 

Apple was responding to a flur- 
ry of complaints posted to online 
forums and community sites about 
faulty screens on the Nano, the tiny 
music player the company launched 
earlier this month to much fanfare. 
Most of the complaints revolved 
around screen scratches that made 
the displays difficult to read.

“This has affected less than one-

An Internet site called 
flawedmusicplayer.com, which 
had posted complaints about Nano 
screens, removed them after Apple 
acknowledged the problem. 

“I am very delighted to see Apple 
take this issue seriously,” a note on

Under pressure, MLB 
union head says drug 
test deal eoming soon 

DOPING I The head of the baseball 
players’ union told Congress on 
Wednesday that a new drug-test- 
ing agreement could be reached 
next month — after he heard Hank 
Aaron and other Hall of Famers call 
for tougher steroid penalties. 

Commissioners and union lead- 
ers from the NFL, NBA and NHL 
also testified at a Senate Commerce 
Committee hearing about legislation 
that would standardize steroid testing 
in U.S. professional sports. But the 
focus was squarely on baseball — and, 
more precisely, on players’ association 
chief executive Donald Fehr. 

Lawmakers looking at steroids in 
sports have focused on baseball since 
March 17, when Mark McGwire, 
Rafael Palmeiro, Commissioner 
Bud Selig and Fehr testified before 
the House Government Reform 
Committee. Palmeiro emphati- 
cally told Congress he never used 


steroids; he was suspended Aug. 1 
after failing a drug test. 

Five weeks later, Selig pro- 
posed going from a 10 -day ban to 
50 games for a first violation, from 
30 days to 100 games for a second, 
and from 60 days to a lifetime ban 
for a third. Fehr this week outlined 


an approach that would increase 
the first penalty to 20 games and 
wouldn’t mandate a lifetime ban. 
He stressed Wednesday the need 
for case-by-case examinations. 

“Don’t you get it?” Sen. John 
McCain, R-Ariz, asked Fehr. “Don’t 
you get it that this is an issue that’s

greater than the issue of collective 
bargaining? Don’t you understand 
that this is an issue of such transcen- 
dent importance that you shouldhave 
acted months ago? The patience of 
this body ... is at an end.” 

Pressed to say when there will 
be a new steroids agreement, Fehr 
said: “Can I give you a precise date? 
No. Do I expect to know within the 
reasonably near future whether that 
will be done? Yes. Would I expect 
it to be by the end of the World 
Series? I would certainly hope so.”

Ranch barbecues 
in the Lone Star state 
are elaborate affairs 

A Texas ranch barbecue once meant 
a steer, some fire, and a big sky full 
of stars — all served up with a kettle 
of charro beans. 

These days, things can get a bit 
more elaborate. 

San Antonio caterer Don 
Strange has been known to bring 
live armadillos and longhorn cattle 
as props to ranch barbecues, where 
the spread may include grilled 
beef tenderloin, oysters with a 
Worcestershire-wine sauce and 
faux white wing doves. 

One of his customers’ favorites is 
grilled pizza, with pesto, sun-dried 
tomatoes and tiny shrimp. 

“Barbecue’s just sort of a name,” 
said Strange, whose team of cooks 
and servers has fed celebrities 
including Larry Hagman and Henry 
Winkler and has catered a barbecue 
for President George H.W. Bush on 
the White House lawn. “It stands 
for outdoors. You could go and have 
grilled white wings, sautes. You can 
let your imagination go.” 

Chefs who cater ranch or barbe- 


cue theme parties provide the main- 
stays, beef and beans, but from there 
it’s a maverick blend of influences 
from a state that’s flown six flags 
— including French, Spanish and 
Mexican. 

“Texas is really more about a life- 
style than it is about a certain food,” 
said Fort Worth chef Grady Spears, 
a restaurateur who is now writing 
his seventh Texas cookbook. 

“The mood is really important,” 
he said. “You just want to make sure 
people feel at home.” 

Spears’ favorite recipes include 
flank steak marinated in Dr. Pepper,

and red chili enchiladas stacked on 
steaks, and he uses his ancho pep- 
per-chili paste to flavor just about 
everything. 

There are differing theories 
about the origins of the term 


“barbecue,” with some saying the 
word comes from French or Spanish 
translations for “head to tail,” and 
others saying the word is American 
Indian. 

The agreement among Texas 


foodies is that it should involve some 
sort of smoking, and is about beef 
rather than pork, the usual barbe- 
cue meat in the South. 

Beef brisket and other beef 
barbecue first became popular in 
the Rio Grande Valley, where U.S. 
cattle ranching got its start in the 
18th century. 

Europeans readily picked up the 
Mexican methods of smoking and 
seasoning meat, and Texans insist 
that their mesquite trees make the 
best smoke. 

Archie McDonald, a Texas his- 
tory professor at Stephen F. Austin 
State University in Nacogdoches, 
said that when Lyndon B. Johnson 
was president he had mesquite wood 
flown from this home state to the 


White House for barbecues. 

To McDonald, barbecue is about 
the sauce. In his northeast Texas, he 
said, the sauce is thick and sweet, 
with a lot of brown sugar. 

In the Rio Grande Valley, beef 
for fajitas may be marinated with 
hot peppers and the juice of a native 
sour orange. In the bucolic Texas hill 
country, the sauce may have more 
of a ketchup base. 

Strange believes the struggle for 
survival and melding of cultures in 
Texas gave birth to one of the great 
cuisines of the world. 

“They learned how to really sur- 
vive on what was available here,” 
he said recently. “That really is the 
basis of most of the great things.”

Eclectic Platinum Pied

M U S I C I It ain’t easy being hyped as 
the next big thing months before your 
debut hits the streets. The build-up 
is intense — and if the album doesn’t 
measure up, the backlash can be even 
more extreme. 

Several months ago, Platinum 
Pied Pipers released “Triple P” 
(Ubiquity), one of the most hotly 
anticipated R&B/hip-hop debuts 
of the year. 

With so much hype surrounding 
the duo’s knackfor infusing on-hands 
musicality into cutting-edge studio 
productions, Waajeed and Saadiq 
were crowned as another jewel in 
Detroit’s modern- soul scene. 

For the most part, they deliv-

Not too many R&B/hip-hop 
albums begin with something as 
rugged as “Shotgun Intro” and end 
with a shimmering faux-jazz take 
on Paul Simon’s “50 Ways to Leave 
Your Lover” — and deliver an intoxi- 
cating makeover of Lenny Kravitz’s 
“Flowers for Zoe” for an encore. 

Waajeed and Saadiq didn’t 
achieve the disc’s greatness alone.

You Never Know 


Are Davy Roth barfs 
stories real? Does it 
matter if they’re not? 

PAGES I The lone surfer of Montana, 
Kansas? He’s a real kid, according 
to Davy Rothbart, author of a 
short- story collection by the same 
name — one who so yearned 
for the sea that he 
strung a surfboard 
between two trac- 
tors to practice his 
moves. Then, star- 
tled to notice a cou- 
ple watching him ride 
amber waves of grain, 
he wiped out. Hard. 

It was an inauspi- 
cious start to a surfing 
career. But Rothbart ’s 
collection marks quite a 
start to his own career as 
a writer of fiction. Friday, 
he visits Washington to read work 
that’s been praised by both Arthur 
Miller and Judy Blume. 

What could unite America’s 
greatest playwright and chil- 
dren’s author? Both were fans of 
Found magazine. In it, Rothbart 
imagined the backstories to items 
found on the street — love letters, 
school papers, photos, notes (“Don’t 


take matress [sic]. Leanne died on 
it. Shame on you. Apt. 306”). 

The same attention to detail 
undergirds Rothbart ’s hilarious, 
heartbreaking stories. If the nar- 
rators tend to be restless young 
men like Rothbart, well, maybe 
the stories are mostly found, too. 

Whatever. As Mitey- 
Mike, the fast-talking, 
big-hearted swindler 
of the opening story 
says, “If you’re going 
to lie, lie big.” Some 
will call it fiction and 
laugh along. 

And maybe Judy 
Blume really did 
get self-professed 
‘young punk” 
Rothbart drunk 
on expensive 
wine at her Key 
West home, as

Men WU Be Girls

An old-fashioned 
farce complete with 
stars comes to Ford’s 

STAGE I All of the stars of “Leading 
Ladies” were willing to chat during 
dinner break after rehearsal, but 
Ian Kahn summed up the play’s 
appeal most succinctly: “There 
are few things as funny as men 
trying to be girls.” 

Audiences can decide for them- 
selves at Ford’s Theatre’s premiere 
of Ken Ludwig’s farcical gender- 
bender. The play centers around 
two hard-up Shakespearean 
actors, Leo and Jack, (Kahn and 
JD Cullum) who pose as the nieces 
of the wealthy Florence (Charlotte 
Rae) to swindle her inheritance. 
Things get complicated when Leo 
and Jack fall for Meg (Tony-win- 
ner Karen Ziemba) and Audrey 
(Lacey Kohl). 

If what Kahn says about cross - 
dressing is true, then the height of 
comedy must be watching John 
Astin (TV’s Gomez Addams) pur- 
sue a man dressed as a girl. Astin’s 
Doc is a “crusty doctor” who also 
runs the Moose Lodge where Jack 
and Leo perform. 

Doc speaks against love, and 
at one point is even a lovestruck 
swain’s target. “I think one of the 
‘heiresses’ is enamored of me. I am 
not aware that there is a male figure 
under the dress,” Astin said. 

Jack and Leo might be trying to 
defraud Mrs. Garrett, but they’re 


nice guys. “He’s a dreamer who’s 
really down on his luck who finds 
his way because of Meg,” Kahn 
said of Leo and his theater- aspir- 
ing sweetheart. 

“[Meg] is the character in the 
play who’s the most idealistic,” 
Ziemba said, adding that Meg is 
also “a little gullible.” 

Meg has some competition on 
the naivete front in Audrey, Jack’s 
love interest. As Kohl put it, “She 
still believes that the world is a won- 
derful place.” 

Ludwig’s compassionate writ- 
ing behind the farce attracted the 
actors. “He’s ingenious and inspir- 


ing at the same time,” said Astin, 
who treks from Baltimore, where 
he heads John Hopkins University’s 
theater department. 

Astin is looking forward to his 
first time on a D.C. stage. “It’s obvious 
that this is very possibly America’s 
major theater town,” he said. 

Kahn guaranteed that the play 
will appeal to audiences, too. “More 
than any other play I’ve ever been 
in, this is a crowd-pleaser,” he said.

Brazilian Girls don’t 
play bossa nova, but 
they are totally boss 

MUSIC I Brazilian Girls don’t play 
Brazilian music. In fact, none of the 
members hail from Brazil, and the 
quartet features just one female. 

But somehow they project a dar- 
ingness that suggests Tropicialia 
— Brazil’s late ’60s artistic move- 
ment, in which a motley crew of 
artists infused Brazilian pop with 
American funk, folk, rock and 
R&B, igniting a revolution that 


challenged the country’s status 
quo and infuriated the Brazilian 
government. 

To be sure, Brazilian Girls aren’t 
revolutionaries. But their self-titled 
disc (Verve/Forecast) certainly flips 
the bird to the mainstream estab- 
lishment in its plucky way of mixing 
French chanson, sleazy funk, queer 
rock, free jazz and stargazing elec- 
tronica into a genre -defying con- 
coction that had to be a headache 
for the record company’s market- 
ing department. 

Nevertheless, their “beyond 
category” music has catapulted

them to international stardom, 
thanks, in part, to songs like the 
enchanting “Lazy Lover” and the 
jovial, pro -marijuana ditty with 
the naughty title.

especially Brazilian Girls’ sultry 
lead singer, Sabina Sciubba, who 
exhibits an elfin stage demeanor 
similar to that of Bjork and sings, 
persuasively, in five languages.

MUSIC I “Daddy Yankee” sounds 
like the sort of thing a man would 
hear in the red-light district of 
Bangkok, but there’s nothing to 
fear from this moniker. 

It is, in fact, the handle of one 
Raymond Ayala, the first super- 
star of reggaeton. 

Though a kind of Spanish- 
language reggae was born in 
Panama more than 20 years ago, 
after Jamaican workers were hired 
to renovate the Canal, reggaeton 
emerged from Puerto Rico as 
an aggressive, hypnotic blend of 
hiphop, salsa, bomba, ragga and 
dancehall, crossing over into non- 
Latino clubs over the past couple 
of years. 

The reggaeton underground 
has been bumpin’ in San Juan 
since the mid-’90s, but it was 
Daddy Yankee’s 2004 smash. 


“Gasolina,” that built the pipeline 
to the mainland, finding a home on 
urban radio, going into heavy rota- 
tion on MTV and nailing “Barrio 
Fino” to the Billboard Latin album 
chart for 62 weeks. 

With an insinuating call-and- 


response refrain, the song is unde- 
niable. When the background hot- 
tie whines, “Dame mas gasolina!” 
even the hardest-hearted Citgo 
owner in Biloxi would be hard- 
pressed to turn her down. 

It remains to be seen how a 


heavy, sweaty style tailor-made 
for the dance club will translate 
to venues designed for sporting 
events. 

When the “Who’s Your Daddy?” 
tour hits the Patriot Center Friday, 
will dancers doing an extreme ver- 
sion of dirty dancing tumble down 
the steps? Or will reggaeton’s sig- 
nature move, the grinding “perreo,” 
be effectively muzzled? 

Perhaps Yankee will reprise the 
fist-pumping sounds that predate 
his breakthrough. Although “Los 
Homerun-es” was released state- 
side this year, its gangsta styl- 
ings actually represent the past 
for an artist whose pop turn has 
been embraced by everyone from 
Diddy to Lil Jon. 

Opening are Zion y Lennox, 
lover-men who still keep the reg- 
gaeton torch burning brightly.

ibly difficult both structurally and 
emotionally. 

If you created a character for your- 
self, what would he be? 

I would be the sexy man. People 
would wonder, “How did he get so 
sexy?” No, I was originally going to 
play Badger in the series — who is 
kind of like a lowlife. 

Is that because you want to play 
the complete opposite of yourself? 

No, no! I am a complete lowlife and 
I’m not a good actor, so that would 
be easy for me to play. 

I overheard a filmgoer say, “Wow, 
this is like ‘Star Wars’ with comic 
relief.” To hear something like that, 
is it music to your ears? 

Yeah, yeah! There was a time 
when “Star Wars” was “Star Wars” 
with comedic relief.

Strange Lands 


Two fantasy fiction 
greats go through 
the mirror very darkly 


FILM I Fans of the dark, the funny, 
the horrifying, rejoice. 

Neil Gaiman, author of the 
“Sandman” graphic novel series as 
well as books and short stories, re- 
teams with “Sandman” cover artist 
Dave McKean for “MirrorMask,” a 
film written by Gaiman and direct- 
ed by McKean. 

“MirrorMask,” which opens 
Friday at E Street Cinema, is the 
story of Helena, a teenager raised 
in the circus who longs to run away 
and join the real world. But she finds 
nothing real whatsoever in the dis- 
turbing “dreams” she begins having, 
involving two queens, masked peo- 
ple and, naturally, a quest. 

McKean had directed before, “a 
couple of short films,” he said dur- 
ing a phone interview, “that I real- 
ly wanted to make to put myself 
through homemade film school.” 

Lisa Henson of Henson Pictures 
saw one of these and tapped Gaiman 
to sound him out on the possibility 
of McKean directing a full-length 
film; Gaiman offered to write it, and 
“MirrorMask” was born. 

“Neil and I started together 
and we’ve kind of grown together,” 
McKean explained. “Many times 
I’ve done images and haven’t real- 
ly known why I’d done them, and it 
turns out there are direct references 
to those images in the script.”

The film has the team’s signature 
equilibrium of horror, humor and 
beauty. McKean’s clearly identifi- 
able style — paintings, drawings, 
found objects and photographs 
mutated into something ravishing 
and enigmatic — informs every 
frame, but the tone is a bit like those 
Hollywood anomalies, the Henson 
Production fantasies “Dark Crystal” 
and “Labyrinth.” 

Despite the buzz among fantasy 
geeks, “MirrorMask” isn’t getting 


much fanfare. Yet. McKean doesn’t 
mind that the marketing technique 
involves “not really telling anything 
about it.” 

Still, he added, “If you go out 
there with trumpets blowing, 
maybe it would be overlooked. It 
would be better if people discover

Home kitchen mistakes are — 
with some notable and occasion- 
ally flaming exceptions — usual- 
ly pretty small: Over- salting this, 
burning that.
